HOLY

Changes to be Made in Conduct­ 
ing Meetings For 
Farmers. 


Notorioufi South Mountain Gang With 
Disturbing Peace at Religious Meet­ 
ing. State Police Made Arrests. 


Three 
members 
of the 
notorious 
Beartown 
gang were lodged in the 
Adams 
county 
jail on 
Wednesday 
evening by Corporal John Dixon, Pri­ 
vate - Samuel Mollinkof, 
and Private 
Harry Cahn, all members of the state 
constabulary fort-e stationed 
at Get­ 
tysburg. 
These 
three young men 
whose 
names are Mark 
H. Recard, Ira Re­ 
card and Samuel Shockey will appear 
before Squire J. L. Hill on Saturday 
afternoon 
at 
2:00 
o’clock to 
face 
charges which include thieving, carry­ 
ing concealed 
deadly weapons, 
and 
disturbing the peace during a meeting 
of the “ Holy Rollers” on South Moun­ 
tain. 
Every day something new develops 
in the case 
of the Beartown 
youths 
which makes 
their cases more inter­ 
esting. 
One week 
ago the inhabitant* 
of 
Beartown, located 
in the Blue Ridge 
range between Rouzerville and Buena 
Vista, were secure 
in the belief that 
they controlled everything they sur­ 
veyed. 
For years, according to re­ 
ports 
from that 
section, a gang of 
young men had terrorized the inhabi­ 
tants of the mountain by committing 
numerous and annoying thefts. 
During the past few days, however, 
the 
state policemen 
at 
Gettysburg 
have rounded up five alleged members 
of the gang and are securing addition­ 
al charges which, if proven, will 
be 
sufficient to send the Beartown youths 
to jail for a considerable period. 
The rounding 
up of the gang 
has 
been achieved 
only after many wild 
chases by the state constables through 
the mountain districts ^hich are very 
familiar to the Beartown youths but 
unknown to the officers of the law. 
After Corporal Dixon 
and Private 
Mollinkof returned to Gettysburg on 
Monday, 
Private 
Harry' 
Cahn 
re­ 
mained in the Beartown vicinity 
and 
succeeded in capturing Saoiuol Shock­ 
ey, who had escaped when Paul Cril- 
ly, 
Clarence Cr illy, and 
Ira Recard 
had beeen 
apprehended during 
the 
raid on Beartown 
by the other 
two 
constables. 
On Wednesday Private Cahn nabbed 
Mark 
Recard 
near 
Monterey 
and 
brought him to Gettysburg. 
The reason 
that the three 
young 
men will be given a hearing in Adams 
instead of Franklin county on Satur­ 
day is that information for disturbing 
a meeting of the “Holy Roller” reli­ 
gious 
lect, 
near Fountaindale 
last 
winter, has been laid against them by 
D. C. Eyler, who 
keeps a store 
at 
Fountaindale. 
Another interesting feature of the 
case is that practically every house in 
Beartown now has a representative in 
jail. 
There are only about seven re­ 
sidences 
in the entire village 
while 
five inhabitants 
are now resting be­ 
hind bars either in the Franklin 
Adams county bastile. 


Farmers’ Institutes in Adams coun­ 
ty next year will Ive limited to one- 
day sessions, 
according to 
changes 
announced by Secretary Rasmussen, 
of the State Department of Agricul­ 
ture. Morning institute sessions will 
also he eliminated 
for the 
coming 
season. 
It has developed that the practice 
of holding two-day 
sessions

satisfactory. The attendance at the 
first day’s meeting 
is usually 
small 
and it is the concensus of opinion that 
the morning sessions 
were of little 
value on account 
of the 
small at­ 
tendance. 
In many places as was the case in 
Adams county 
last winter 
speakers 
were forced 
to drive 
eight or ten 
miles late 
at night 
through 
zero 
weather in order to be on hand at the 
morning session the 
following day, 
only to be greeted by an audience of 
a dozen or less. 
The secretary has 
announced that 
the 
department 
would 
follow the 
same course this year as last in re­ 
gard to securing meeting places. The 
plan of sending to each 
community 
speakers 
who have 
specialized 
in 
subjects 
of 
particular interest 
to 
that section will also be adhered to. 
Arrangements have also 
been made 
with the State 
College 
Extension 
Bureau 
to furnish 
home 
economic 
and similar specialists. 
A. I. Weidner, of Arendtsville, is 
the Adams county chairman of farm 
institutes and will have charge of the 
work here this year.
